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As  is  shown  by  the  preceediDg  table,  all  of  our  teachers 
with  the  exception  of  one  teacher  for  one  term  have  had  some 
experience ;  and  part  of  them  are  persons,  who  have  in  this 
town  proved  themselves   to  be    successful  instructors. 

The  wages  paid  in  our  smaller  schools  will  not  always  per- 
mit of  employing  as  good  a  teacher  as  in  the  larger  schools, 
where  the  consideration  is  more. 

Our  scholars  do  not  have  the  facilities  of  graded  schools ; 
but  I  think  the  work  done  will  average  well  with  other  schools 
thoughout  country  towns. 

Perfection  is  never  reached  with  either  teachers  or  scholars  ; 
but  with  few  exceptions  onr  teachers  have  realized  the  posi- 
tions they  were  required  to  fill ;  and  have  filled  them  satisfac- 
torily to  me,  and  I  trust  to  all  concerned.
